CAIRO, Oct. 24 (AFP) — Accusations of 
“illegal activities" have been levelled against 
the brother of the late President Anwar Sadat 
in what could be the start of an official, wide- 
ranging and potentially explosive investiga- 
tion into what Egyptians are now calling “the 
scandal of the century.” 

Already, the name of the slain Egyptian 
leader has been cited by the chief magistrate 
of the Ethics Court in connection -with 
charges against 57-year-old Esmat Sadat, 
whose enormous personal holdings — consi- 
dered to be among the largest in Egypt — 
have been seized by the state. 

“The argument that the former president 
took certain measures against his brother 
to head off accusations that as president he 
was at least guilty of negligence is legally 
inadmissible,” the magistrate was quoted in a 
statement appearing in the semi-official 
Al’Akram newspaper. Other Egyptians, 
however, interpret the affair through a 
time-honored Arab proverb: “A man with a 
corrupt relative is debased himself.” 

The revelations have even left Sadat loyal- 
ists, such as Ibrahim Seeda, editor in chief of 
AJtkkar El Tom, uncomfortable: Seeds 
devoted three front-page columns to the 
argument that President Sadat’s degree of 
responsibility is the matter will depend on 
the information he had received concerning 
the operations of his brother.

Iran rejects OIC plan 


' TEHRAN, Oct. 24 (AFP) — The Iranian 
president, Hojatoleslam Seyed Ah Kha- 
meini, Sunday rejected new proposals from 
an Islamic Good Offices Committee in the 
two-year-old Iran-Iraq war, Tehran radio 
reported. 

. “The outcome of the war will soon be 
determined by the Iranian combatants,” he 
added. The rejection followed a visit here 
Saturday by the Good Offices Committee 
from the Organization of Islamic Confex- 
ence which brought .proposals for negotia- 
tions from the co mmi ttee clia hn ^n, Gui- 
nean President Ahmad Sekou Tonre. 

(The committee delegation, led by 
Senegalese Foreign Minister Mustafa 
Niasse, Saturday also visted Iraq — which 
agreed in principle to the new proposals, 
according to the Iraqi new Agency moni- 
tored in Bahrain.) Tehran radio Sunday 
quoted Khameini as saying, “as long as our 
conditions are not met, we will accept no 
peace or ceasefire ” He added that the 
proposals contained nothing new. (The 
OIC delegation returned to Jeddah Satur- 
day night.) 

President Khameini said he had turned 
down a proposal for a ceasefire and the 
establishment of a committee to determine 


who was r espon sible for the war since lira- 
mac conditions remained unfulfilled. “Pres- 
ident Sekou Toure and several other mem- 
bers of this delegation have told us they 
acknowledge that the aggressor is Iraq,” 
Khameini said. “Since you know who the 
aggressor is, why form a committee?" 

The president said the war would end 
when Iraq returns the 750 square kilomet- 
ers of banian territory its troops control, 
-when Baghdad pays reparations, and when 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein “is 
judged.” Khameini said he had also 
rejected a proposal for the creation of a 
fund by OIC members to compensate ban 
for damages caused by the war. 

“We have told the leaders to the confer- 
ence on many occasions that we seek repa- 
rations from those who have caused the los- 
ses,” Khameini announced over the radio. 
“We are speaking of Iraq. Where it gets the 
money to finance these indemnities does 
hot concern us." ■'Our fighters are today 
dose to their final objectives.’’ 

In Jeddah, the committee issued a com- 
munique saying that it would “introduce 
certain amendments ” to its peace plan fol- 
lowing its visits and talks with the leaders of 
the two countries.

China's- strongman Deng Xiaoping stressed 
Sunday unless the Soviet Union made some 
significant steps soon toward solving issues 
such as Afghanistan and Kampuchea, the two 
countries’ relations would not be restored, 
the Kyodo news service reported from Pek- 
ing.

Israeli withdrawal 
vital, Hassan says 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP) — 
Morocco’s King Hassan said Saturday the 
Arab world win recognize Israel, if certain 
conditions are met, including Israeli surren- 
der of the territories occupied in the 1 967 
War. 

Hassan also said the Arab-Israeh conflict 
has “entered a new phase: This is no longer 
the conflict of force, but in fact it is the con- 
flict of law, and rights.” Although Hasran’s 
willingness to recognize Israel was qualified, 
he went further than most Arab leaders have 
been willing to go previously toward accept- 
ing the Israeli state. 

Hassan beaded a six-nation Arab League 
delegation that met with President Reagan 
Friday to discuss Arab and U.S. proposals for 
a lasting peace in the Middle East U.S. offi- 
cials had said in advance of the meeting that 
the Arabs needed to “come ont of the closet” 
and explicitly declare their willingness to 
recognize and negotiate with Israel 

At a news conference, with the foreign 
ministers of Tunisia. Algeria and Jordan sit- 
ting nearby, Hassan raid: “Our presence 
here, if we want to be logical with our own 
position, shows that we also want oureelve^ to 
live in peace with Israel — Israel being recog- 
nized — and otherwise, we would not be 
here.” 

But he quickly sdded: “Some conditions 
have to be fnfilled in order for this to happen, 
and so long as these conditions are not fulfil- 
led, there wfl] be no recognition of Israel by 
Arab states 

A U.S. official said Hassan' s statement 
“seems positive ... rather npbeat” and was at 
least a “ marginal” advance over tire previous 
Arab attitude toward recognizing Israel. The 
official said he did not want to be identified. 
Foremost among those conditions, he said, is 

that Israel must give up to the West B ank and 

Gaza Strip and return to the borders it 
o-cupied before the 1967 war. He didn’t list 
others, btrt in the past, the Arab states have 
said they include Israeli recognition of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization and the 
establishment of a Palestinian state in the 
occupied territories. 

Hassan made dear his feeling tint Israel's 
pre-1967 borders should be recognized by 
Arab states as the borders of Israel. Voicing 
what he declared was an independent 
analysis of the situation, be said, “we are 
bound to ray these are the borders of IsraeL 
We must say it undeniably.” 

He said individual Arab states might 
respond differently in recognizing Israel, 
some might exchange ambassadors and 
engage in trade, and others would refrain 
from direct contact “It’s a matter of 
sovereignty of each state concerned,” he said.

Hassan said the Arab delegation — which 
also included the foreign ministers of Saudi 
Arabia andSyria — will return home “full of 
hope.” He said he believes there is “the real 
sincere anddeep will and wish to start as soon 
as possible the peace process,” although he 
didn't mention Israel 'specifically as a par- - 
tidpauL 

He said talks between Jordan and the FLO, 
aimed at preparing a common aproach to 
negotiations with Israel on behalf of Palesti- 
nians in the occupied territories, are “abso-. 
lutely necessary.” Washington wants Jordan 
to enter the negotiations. 

The purpose of the Arab League’s mission 
was to discuss the Arab peace plan, adopted 
at Fez last month, which calls for a separate 
Palestinian stare, and the .Reagan plan, 
unveiled on Sept. 1, urging self-rule for Pales- 
tinians in association with Jordan. Israel has 
declared it won’ t ever givejrp the West Bank. 

He saidHeagan had told the Arab leaders, 
in effect, to “take account of my problems, 
take account of my concerns, and I commit 
myself to be along side you, the position of 
the president, and for the time being if s 
enough for us.” 

Hassan said once negotiations begin, they 
should be conducted individually between 
Syria and Israel, Jordan and Israel and the 
Palestinians and Israel, rather than in a large 
forum such as the United Nations. But he said 
the negotiations should not be conducted 
under the name of the 1978 Camp David 
accords.

Seminars held in June to show customers 
the usefulness, simplicity and security of the • 
system were so successful that no less than 1 6 
businesses in Riyadh alone, aside from other 
centers, have had the facility installed at their 
offices. 

Deepak Sharma. the electronic banking 
officer. toldAfttfrJVews. ‘Tnj glad to say that 
customer reaction has been extremely posi- 
tive.” 

"We are now in the process of extending 
the service to our overseas customers." 
Sharma said, "so that a customer who an 
account with us. but bas bis business in. say. 
Bahrain, can utilize the Samba Link and 
obtain the same services as the customer in 
Riyadh would." 

One important aspect of the system is the 
maintenance of absolute secrecy using a 
"unique alphanumeric control method" in 
which only the customer can decide who is to 
have access to the services dispensed by the 
terminal installed at his premises. 

Another service provided to the customer 
through the 'Samba Link’ is a daily “newslet- 
ter” which, every morning, gives the user 
detailed information on such things as: fore- 
ign exchange rates for various countries, 
world economic indicators, prices of gold and 
the world money market generally. 

The training required for operating a 
'Samba Link* terminal takes a total of about 
eight hours, spread over a period of three to 
four days. 



Saudi banks requested, 
‘encourage Saudization'

JEDDAH. Oct. 24 — The Interior Minis- 
try is following up very closely the Suuiliza- 
lion of banking manpower in Saudi Arabia, 
according to Dr. Abdul Jalil Al-Saif. director 
general of the ministry's foreign recruit ueni 
office. 

The official told Al Ja&rah that ull bunks 
in Saudi Arabia have been requesied to sub- 
mit employee lists to the recruifmcm office, 
showing the numberof Saudi Arabians work- 
ing at the banks and the posts they are filling 
He pointed out that, according to state policy, 
Saudi Arabian manpower is to be developed 
by giving Saudi Arabian nationals a proper 
chance and letting them fill posts. 

Saif said that penalties will be imposed on 
banks violating Saudization-of-manpower 
instructions. And, in contrast, banks follow- 
ing the instructions will receive better treat- 
ment from the foreign labor recruitment 
offices. This wall serve as an incentive, for the 
banks most often need spedalists. They will 
be allowed to hire such specialists from 
abroad only if their specialization cannot be 
handled by available Saudi Arabians. 

The official said some of the instructions 


contained in the foreign manpower recruit- 
ineni guide recently puhlishedby the ministry 
proved impractical, because the nomencla- 
ture of posts \ uriesfrom one bank to another. 
OnK the salary amount received by the 
expatriate employees will be taken into con- 
sideration, when applying for a visit visa for 
relatives: because the salary is indicative of 
the person's importance. Only those emp- 
loyees whose salaries are above SR4,nOO will 
be entitled to invite their relatives to come to 
the Kingdom. This privilege will also solely 
be granted to those who have a banking 
experience of no less than five years, certified 
by his superiors. 

Only special personnel delegated by their 
banks can take visa requests and go to the 
labor recruitment office. The person con- 
cerned is no longer allowed to go himself. 
Moreover, the validity of the entry visa has 
been extended to one year instead of six 
months to give the newly appointed person 
enough time to take up his post. To relieve 
crowding, appointments must be fixed in 

adavance at the labor recruitment office.

To study treatment of Palestinians 




TUNIS. Oct. 24 (AFP) — Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization Chairman Yasser Arafat 
had two hours of taiks late Saturday with a 
non aligned nation commission, and said 
afterward that he expected a nonaligned 
group to visit Beirut to discuss treatment of 
the Palestinians in Lebanon. 

Speaking at a news conference after the 
discussions. Arafat said the nonaligned group 
would discuss “the dangerous acts committed 
by the Lebanese Army against the Palesti- 
nian camps in Lebanon, and against our 
allies." Arafat was referring to the Lebanese 
nationalists of the national movement and 
other nationalist and Muslim groups. 


He did not say when the nonaligned deleg- 
ation would visit Beirut. But, be said, the 
group would also “be informed directly of (he . 
crimes perpetrated against Palestinians and 
Lebanese patriots." He also said the talks 
with the nonaligned delegation touched upon 
the consequences of Israeli “aggression,'' 
both in the occupied territories and in Leba- 
non. “where this aggression is continuing 
even now." 

The nonaligned commission, headed by 
Cuban Foreign Minister Isidore Malmierca. 
also discussed means "of helping (the Pales- 
tinians) to face the Israeli aggression and the 
war crimes committed by the Israeli Army,” 


Ali says talks with Israel 
hinge on Lebanon pullout 


ROME. OcL 24 (Agencies) — Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali said 
Saturday that his country wifi not resume 
peace negotiations with Israel until the Jewish 
state withdraws its troops from Lebanon, 
according to a joint Italian- Egyptian com- 
munique. 

"In reference to the future peace negotia- 
tions Ali confirmed that the resumption of 
such negotiations is closely tied to the with- 
drawal of the Israeli forces from Lebanon." 
said the communique released after two days 
of talks between Ali and Italian Foreign 
Minister Emilio Colombo. 

Italian Foreign Ministry sources said Ali 
made dear during the meeting with Colombo 
that Egypt wants all Israeli troops out of 
Lebanon before talks can resume. 

Negotiation between Egypt and Israel stal- 
led earlier this year when Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin insisted that Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak include occupied 
Jerusalem on the itinerary of his proposed 
visit to Israel. 

AH. who is also deputy premier, and Col- 
ombo condemned Israel's invasion of Leba- 
non and called on all foreign forces to leave 
the war-ravaged nation. That would include 
PLO and Syrian forces, as well as the Israelis. 

Meanwhile, reliable sources said in Cairo 
that Eeypt is prepared to seek the resumption 
of negotiations with Israel on the future of a 
disputed one square kilometer section of the 
Sinai peninsula on the Gulf of Aqaba. It was 


Evren promises 
poll before 
spring of ’ 84 


ANKARA, Oct. 24 (AFP) — Turkish 
head of state, Gen. Kenan Evren, Sunday 
promised general elections in the fall of 1983 
or spring of 1 984 in a speech calling on voters 
to approve a new constitution in the Nov. 7 
referendum. 

Inaugurating a 10-day campaign to prom- 
ote a new constitution designed to prevent ' 
future military coups,' Gen. Evren said in his 
radio message that the holding of a constitu- 
tional referendum next month showed the 
government's will to stick to its calendar to 
return the nation to democratic rule. ‘‘The 
promulgation of the law for political parties 
and the creation of new formations will be the 
next step of the calendar thegeneral added. 

Gen. Evren justified the constitutional 
restrictions on individual liberties on the 
ground that the notion of democracy in Tur- 
key was too new in comparison to other coun- 
tries and “ that the lessons of history must be 
studied." The general said that the authors of 
the new constitution 'decided to bring a “radi- 
cal solution" to the disintegration of the state 
that has led to three coups during the past 
three decades. 

The prindpal goal of the constitution is to 
"prevent the possibility of a fourth military 
intervention" and send the army back to the 
barracks, the general added. 

At the conclusion of bis speech, Gen. 
Evren criticized those calling for a “no" vote 
in the referendum, saying that their goal was 
not to reject the constitution, but to topple 
the military from power so that they may 
regain control over a nation “inhabited by 
jumping jacks and slaves." 


Afghan fighters down 
3 ’copters, 1 MiG 


ISLAMABAD. Oct. 24 (AP) — Afghan 
fighters shot down three helicopters and one 
MiG-23 jet fighter last week in Paghman Val- 
ley. 15 kilometers north of KabuL fighter 
sources claimed Sunday. The sources, who 
have proved reliable in the past, said one pilot 
was taken alive although both his legs were 
fractured when his aircraft was shot down. 

Ten Soviet soldiers also were taken pris- 
oner, a spokesman for the anti-Communist 
insurgents said. The spokesman said heavy 
fighting erupted Oct. 12-15 after Soviet 
troops were dropped from helicopters at the 
entrance to the valley, a key base for fighters 
mounting attacks on Kabul and highways 
leading out of the city. 

Fighter casualties were said to number 1 6. 
The extent of Soviet losses was not known, 
but witnesses said they saw three truckloads 
of bodies being taken back to the capital. 
Paghman has been the scene of bitter fighting 
since July. The fighters' accounts tally with 
recent diplomatic reports from the area 
which spoke of Soviet ground troops being 
used for the first time in months to flush the 
fighters from their hideout

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PEACE OFFENSIVE 

King Hassan of Morocco who led an Arab peace-seeking 
delegation to the U.S. appeared optimistic at the conclusion of 
his talks with Presided Reagan as be tried to build a bridge 
between the Arab and peace plans. 

The two plans have in common the need for Israeli with- 
drawal from the occupied West Bank and Gaza and that's 
about all. Reagan did not call for Israeli withdrawal from 
Jerusalem and avoided any mention of a Palestinian sovereign 
state. He urged some kind of association between the vacated 
territories and Jordan. 

But it has the certainly positive aspect of being tbe first 
American-sponsored plan calling for Israeli withdrawal from 
the occupied lands. Previous U.S. administrations had not 
come even close to asking Israel to get out of what doesn't 
belong to it. 

The Arab plan reached during the last summit in Fez wants 
Israeli withdrawal from all occupied territories, including the 
Golan Heights, and the restoration of Jerusalem as the capital 
of independent Palestine. 

The gap is big and yawning but the fact that the Arabs and 
the U.S. government are talking about peace in the region is a 
good augury and puts Israel squarely on the defensive. 

For four decades now, Israel has been charging the Arabs 
with intended aggression and determination to throw it into 
the sea. until it succeeded in convincing American public 
opinion that the Arabs are brutes who should be checked for 
the benefit of mankind. 

The tide may be changing now as the Arabs launch their 
own peace offensive through the president of the United 
States himself. 

IRAN’S MILITARY OPTION 

Iran has finally rejected the latest proposals by the Organ- 
ization of Islamic Conference. It did not even have the cour- 
tesy to give the mission sufficient time to argue its case and 
shuttle between Baghdad and Tehran to try narrowing the 
breach between them. 

In announcing the rejection, Iran has opted for military 
action, which is bad news for the region as a whole as Iraq 
would be entitled to muster all its military resources to keep 
the Iranians in check and even to strike hard against Iran's 
armed forces to keep them at bay. It is a ridiculous situation, 
fraught with danger, as a major power in the region like Iran 
decided to use war as an instrument of diplomacy. 

The Tehran regime must bear the full responsibility for the 
worsening situation as Iraq has repeatedly agreed to talk 
about peace. 


Palestinians 
fleeLebanon

BEIRUT — 

Leila Al-Aki. a young Palestinian woman, drew 
water from a common spigot in the ruins of the 
ShatPa refugee camp, shelled by Israelis during the 
summer and dynamited by right-wing militiamen 
who massacred hundreds of refugees a month ago. 

“ My fathe r is dead . my brother has been arrested, 
and now they’re going to tear my house down.” she 
said, hauling her water can through tbe muddy m afr i 
street of die camp, where raw sewage fills die air 
with a putrid smell. “I'll leave this country, m go 
anywhere. Even tbe desert is better than this.’' 

Miss Al-Aki is among the Palestinian civilians 
who are leaving Lebanon because of what they 
claim is a Lebanese Army campaign against them. 
While there are no clear figures on how many were 
leaving. Palestinian and Lebanese sources say it 
could be approaching a few thousands. 

The Palestinians say that mass arrests, bulldozing 
of their houses by the army and the refusal of the 
government to give them permission to rebuild is 
part of a plan to drive them out of the country where 
many have lived since they left Palestine with the 
foundation of Israel in 1 948. 

Tbe government says its dragnet in mostly Mus- 
lim West Beirut is necessary to rid the country of 
arms, ammunition, common criminals and illegal 
aliens. It says the slum clearance on West Beirut’s 
southern edge is a long overdue safety measure 
because the shantytown is under the final flight 
approach to the adjacent airport. 

The government has announced no plans for 
housing tbe 50,000 Palestinians who relief workers 
estimate were made homeless by this summer's war 
between Israel and the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization. bat says all Palestinians who are legally 
registered in Lebanon are welcome to stay. The 
Palestine Research Center, which remained in 
Beirut after the departure of the FLO commandos 
in September, says “a large number’’ of Palestinians 
have left Beirut in recent weeks. 

“No one can estimate exactly how many have 
left,” said a PLO researcher who would identify 
himself only as Fahd. “But we know that 40 left 
from Bourj el-Barajneh (one of the camps in West 
Beirut) on just one flight last Wednesday to West 
Germany.” 

The winter rainy season has begun, turning the 
dirt roads of the camps into rivers of mud. In Beirut, 
Sidon and Tyre, the camps were nearly demolished 
by Israeli shelling, but thousands of people are still 
living in the rubble. A few thousand wfli stay in tents 
the United Nations is putting up in tbe Ein Helweh 
camp in tbe southern city of Sidon. The U.N. Works 
and Relief Agency plans to put up 2 .500 to 4,000 
tents by the first week of December in the camp, 
which was 90 percent destroyed during the inva- 
sion. 

The rest wfli stay with relatives, sleep in shops or 
schools or camp out in the rubble of their homes. 
Relief workers and diplomatic sources say the 
Lebanese government has refused to give the * 
United Nations permission to build permanent 
housing in the refugee camps and gave permission 
to put up tents after two months of foot-dragging. 

Halim Fayyad, governor of Southern Lebanon, 
said there was “a long period of indeafran* by the.. •«, 
government on whether to put up tents: Ufa 
week' sweep of West Beirut for arms and ammuni- 
tion, tiie army arrested more than 500 persons, 
saying they were illegal aliens or common criminals. 

Many Lebanese blame the Palestinians for the 
suffering the country has endured through seven 
years of civil war and the Israeli invasion in June. 

For years, while the PLO built up its state-within- 
a-state in Lebanon, Lebanese were forced to show 
identity cards at PLO checkpoints. 

Estimates of the number of Palestinians in Leba- 
non range from 275,000 to 500,000. About 
240,000 are registered with the United Nations as 
refugees who came in 1 948 or their descend ents. 
Half to two-thirds of those lived in Lebanon's 15 
refugee camps, including camps in Northern Leba- 
non untouched by the war. 

No one knows how many Palestinians came after 
1 948, but thousands arrived in 1 970 after the PLO 
was expelled from Jordan. Many left in September 
with the PLO’s evacuation from Beirut. 

Shafik Chattlla, chief of the Lebanese govern- 
ment’s office for Palestinian refugees, said in an 
interview that all 1948 refugees are welcome in 
Lebanon, but any who came after are here Illegally 
and must leave. 

Some of the Palestinian refugees seem deter- 
mined to rebuild by themselves, without any help 
from the government even as bulldozers were mow- 
ing down houses near Shatfla last week, the 
refugees were patching them up again, salvaging 
sheets of corrugated tin and concrete blocks, 
mounding stones into small chips with a mallet to 
make a primitive kind of concrete. “We build now. 

We don't know what will happen later,” said one 
woman pounding rocks with her hammer. (AP) 



Salvadoran abductions signal rightist vendetta

SAN SALVADOR — 

The disappearance of ] 1 leftists and labor leaders 
has the earmarks of rightist retaliation for the latest 
guerrilla offensive, and could cost this war-wracked 
Central American nation millions of dollars in aid 
from tbe United States. 

Witnesses here, who asked anonymity for fear of 
reprisal, said the victims were seized last week by 
armed men dressed in plain clothes. None has been 
heard from. Six were top leaders of the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front, a coalition of 14 leftist parties 
and movements working closely with guerrillas in 
the 3-year-old struggle to topple the U.S. -backed 
rightist government. Observers speculated the dis- 
appearances were in retaliation for the offensive 
rebels launched Oct. 10. Since then, guerrillas have 
captured several towns and killed dozens of sol- 
diers. 

The disappearances come on the heels of a U.S. 
congressional report accusing the Reagan administ- 
ration of doing little to investigate allegations that 
government forces have Idled thousands of 
unarmed civilians. Congress must approve any U.S. 
aid to El Salvador. It has been doing so, but only on 
condition that tbe Salvadoran human rights record 
improves. President Ronald Reagan is required to 
certify to Congress every six months that such 
improvement has occurred, as he last did in July. . 

But continued unexplained disappearances could 


cause tire loss of certification or result congressional 
rejection of more money to the Salvador govern- 
ment despite Reagan’s claims. This year. US. aid 
totals $320 million, half the Salvadoran budget. Of 
this, $81 mfflioa will go as a militaiy assistance, 
including technical help by non-combat U.S. milit- 
ary advisers. The United States has promised 
anpthex^l64.9 in economic aid and $61 .3 million 
in military assistance for 1983. 

Sources in Washington say U.S. intelligence 
agencies have developed scant information on the 
government’s alleged involvement in rightist death 
squads and reports that Salvadoran troops fire on 
□bn -combatants. The El Salvador Human Rights 
Commission claims 38.000 people have been killed 
in the Civil War, 80 percent of them civilians caught 
in crossfires or slain by rightist death squads who 
allegedly help the army fight. 

Retired Adm. Bobby R. Inman, who resigned as 
deputy CIA director in June, said the absence of 
intelligence on the right resulted from a decision to 
concentrate the few U.S. intelligence facilities in El 
Salvador on the guerrilla action. However, a House 
.of Representatives intelligence committee staff 
report issued last month claims the “dearth of 
information” on El Salvador’s death squads stems 
from an apparent lack of interest among 
policymakers and intelligence analysts. The disap- 
pearance of the II men was denounced by human 
rights organizations here and rebel coalition 
spokesmen in Mexico City and Washington. 


The rebel coalition's political wing went under- 
ground two years ago after its top leaders were 
wiped out by the death squads. Uniformed security 
forces raided a school house where a large group of 
leftist leaders- was meeting in November 1980 and 
seized 17. AU six members of the rebel coalition's 
directorate' were shot and their bodies dumped by 
roadsides. Each had a bullet in the head and thumbs 
tied behind his back — tbe sign of a death-squad 
lolling. Tbe other 1 1 seized have not been heard 
6xi in . 

In Mexico City. Federico Garcia, a guerrilla 
Spokesman, said die latest disappearances may be 
retaliation for efforts by the rebel coalition to infil- 
trate Salvador unions and agitate to abolish a two- 
year-old wage freeze. 

Claiming Cuba and the Soviet Union were sup- 
plying secret military aid to the guerrillas, tbe 
Reagan administration has been providing aid to 
the government here, though its human rights 
record has been under close scrutiny by the U.S. 
Congress in the past two years, after six American 
citizens were killed by security forces. 

Four American church wo men — three Roman 
Catholic nuns and a lady worker — were shot dead 
by a national guard patrol while driving in from the 
international airport in December 1980. Five 
guardsmen are. in jail and undergoing trial for the 
murders, but none has been convicted. CAP)

COLOGNE — 

The voters of West Germany are continuing to 
take their revenge on the party which caused Hel- 
mut Schmidt’s fall from power. For tbe second time 
in two weeks, tbe Free Democrats (FDP) have lost 
representation in a state parliament and have been 
pushed into fourth place by the ecological party, the 
Greens. 

The FDFs share of the vote in the recent 
Bavarian elections fell to 3-5 percent, well below 
the 5 percent needed for representation, and the 
latest opinion poll, taken for the weekly news 
magazine Der Spiegel, shows it with only 3 percent 
support nationwide. Although the poll indicates 
only voting intentions, not an actual vote, it is prob- 
ably a more accurate reflection of opinion than the 
results from deeply conservative Bavaria. 

But even there, Schmidt’s Social Democrats 
(SPD) managed to increase their share of the vote 
for the first time in any of the state elections that 
have been held this year. In a further comment by 
voters on the change of federal government the 
governing Christian Social Union (CSU), which is 
part of the new Bonn coalition, saw its vote slip 
fractionally, although it still has an overwhelming 
majority in the Bavarian parliament 

Its national sister party, the Christian Democratic 
Union (CDU) chimed the Bavarian result as an 
endorsement of the change of power in Bonn but 
the Spiegel poll casts great doubt on that. A bare 
majority of those interviewed thought the change 
was a good thing — 45 percent to 43 — leaving by 
West Germany standards a massive 12 percent 
undecided. 


More significantly, for the first time since January 
support for the CDU/CSU has fallen below 50 per- 
cent. With the economic situation continuing to 
worsen — a report this week predicts growth of only 
1 percent next year, and average unemployment of 
2,250,000 or about 93 percent of the work force — 
support for the conservatives is likely to be further 
eroded by the time a new federal election is held in 
March next year. 

In what was clearly an emcutonal reaction to the 
ousting of Schmidt, the poll showed SPD voters 
returning home, giving the party its best showing 
since the 1980 federal election: 42 percent. But 

some of the anger will have fatted by March, and the 
SPD cannot expect such a good remit then. Some of 
those votes will ebb back to the FDP but rather 
more will probably go to the Greens, whose_6 per- 
cent in tile poll was about their lowest showing for 
the year. 

Such a development could produce a nightmare 
result for both the CDU/CSU and the SPD: a hung 
parliament with the FDP eliminated and the Greens 
holding the balance of power. This has been the 
situation in Hamburg since the election there in 
June. Tbe Green Alternative List (GAL), as it is 
known m Hamburg, kept SPD Mayor Klaus von 
Dobnanyi in power by supporting him in an early 
vote of confidence; bin only because the state SPD 
had decided not to continue with the construction 
than the CDU on environmental issues. 

Von Dohnanyi has- been trying to reach a more 
permanent accommodation with the GAL but gave 
up recently and called - for a new election in 
December, hoping to capitalize on the present sym- 
pathy for his party. The leader of the CDU opposi- 
tion in Hamburg. Walter Leister Kiep, has said that 


if the election fails to produce a clear-cut result, be 
would be willingto enter a so-called grand coalition 
with the SPD. Being a maverick within the CDU, 
Kiep is perhaps the perfect person to float the idea. 
If public opinion is shown to be against it. he can be 
disowned by the federal leadership. (LOS)

“Can you believe this?” asked Gaspare 
BassKri, an Italian archaeologist in his 30s, 
caressing soft, flaking stone that was marble 
when he was a kid. “AD we can do is clean this 
up and try re stop further damage.” 

Greek sdcntists may be closer to finding a 
way to save antiquity from modernity. But 
they say that requires urban change. If man 
can live with the polluted air of Athens and 
Rome, m&rble cannot. 

The main problem is traffic and low-grade 
fuels. Exhaust mixed with humidity forms 
sulphur dioxide. That converts marble into 
gypsum, the porous, chalky material that 
goes into plaster of Paris. As a result wind- 
blown sand and driving rain — combined 
with a steady corrosive process — • can cause 
more damage in a year than past weathering 
could in a century. 

Also, the ponding Of cars, trucks and buses, 
along with vibrations from Aircraft weaken 
ancient structures, accentuating the damage 
of nnDenia of earth tremors. In Rome, fascist 
ruler Benito Mussolini bulldozed the Via Dei 
Pori Imperiali from the Pizza to the Col- 
ose um. creating a broad boulevard to symbol- 
ized the glory of modem Rome. But 
archaeologists say, the ceaseless traffic flow- 
ing by 2,000-year-old marble critically 
threatens the glory of ancient Rome. 

In Athens, 80 yeas ago, restorers rein- 
forced joints and columns of the Acropolis. 
But they used iron clamps where the original 
architects, used lead. Iron corroded and 
expanded, cracking giant marble blocks. In 
addition, shoes now tread on Acropolis 
walkways that were meant for considerably 
lighter sandal traffic. Vibration from foo tfalls 
lux mode an Impact on the monument Scien- 
tists agree on the cause of damage, but differ 
in their approaches on the cure. 

“This is like medicine said a UNESCO 
q>eaafist in monument preservation. “Some 
things are proven over time, and you know 
what they, will produce. With others, you 
nwsfttbwaaienti” Theodore Skoulikides, 
proaS^ffif\gftysical chemistry at Athens^ 
Polyieqn^^lpiversjty, has discovered a way 
to convert gypsum into calcium carbonate, a 
hard substance with some properties of mar- 
ble. “It is easy to do, not expensive, and it can 
slop a great deal of deterioration,'' he said. 

He said his spray-on process can harden 
surfaces for several years, retarding decay. 
Some Greek experts oppose wide use of the 
new process until they can study long-term 
effects. 

Skoulikides says the Italian method of 
applying a transparent polymer film to keep 
off add rain accelerates decay under the gyp- 
sum. But Italian specialists are wary. “We can 
give strength to this material that is no longer 
marble, but we exclude strong methods,” said 
Adriano la Regina, Rome's superintendent 


of archaeology. “Who knows what will hap- 
pen to the stone in SO years?” 

.. Both camps agree the key is to find a coat- 
ing that win prevent the chemical attack 
mechanism — and to clean up the air. As a 
start, authorities closed the road up the hill to 
the Acropolis and banned high-sulphur heat- 
ing fuels from the area. Some industry has 
been persuaded re move out of town. 

The Greek government budgeted $5 mil- 
lion for restoration, which includes faWn^ 
apart the Erechtbeum temple and putting it 
together again with titanium clamps. 
Skoulikides, a member of the committee for 
the preservation of the Acropolis monu- 
ments, expresses a tempered optimism: “We 
have stopped urban expansion- around the 
Acropolis and reduced pollution. We're 
replacing the clamps. And I think that inter- 
national research will find a coating to protect 
marble...” 

Greek scientists say if the air is ever dean 
enough, they will put the four remaining 
caryatids, carved stone maidens, back in their 
original location on the porch of the JEreo 
the urn. 

Even so, the fabled statues are a grim 
shadow of the treasures sculptured by 
Fheidias in the fifth century B.G noses and 
eyes are corroded away. Delicate folds of 
their robes have smoothed with erosion. 

Greek archaeologists, if chagrined at dis- 
mantling their treasures, found no better sol- 
ution. Swiss specialists suggested covering 
the Acropolis with a giant plastic bubble. In 
the ' early 1800s* Lord Eight, British ambas- 
sador to Turkey, preserved one caryatid and 
much of the Parthenon friezes by taking them 
back to London, where they remain. 

In Rome, La Regina’s approach is clear: 
“We do not want to dose off treasures tc 
protect them. If you can’t let people see them, 
visit them as monuments, they might as well 
. not exist.'* 

Efts priorities are the most threatened mar- 
ble monuments: The temple of Saturn, the 
Trajan column, the archs of Constantine and 
Septimius Severn*, the forum of Nerva and 
the Marcus Aurelius statue. In a process that 
win take years, workers are lifting away the 
blackened corrosion, trying to save details 
the way art restorers dean a painting. 

The Italian government has appropriated 
$120 mflKon for a five-year plan to open an 
archaeological park around the monuments. 
But, unlike Athens, where the acropolis rises 
on a hfll above the city on a hill, ancient Rome 
is at the center of an urban maze choked with 
Italian driven who already ignore bans on 
traffic elsewhere downtown. 

“Hah. Are you kidding?” snorted a Rome 
taxi driver when asked if traffic could be 
dosed in the area. Others echoed his senti- 
ments. But La Regina is confident, “ft is a 
question of transforming the i^e of the dty.If 
Tasked. to excavate Rome and* have. every-.*-.

The city already dosed the Via Con- 
solazione, built over a Roman path, halting a 
stream of 2,000 cars an hour past threatened 
monuments. Three years ago. La Regina 
warned that 80 percent of Roman sculpture 
of the first through fourth centuries A.D. 
would be lost be the year 2000 if nothing was 
done. Much of that danger remains, he says, 
but people are taking him and his 40 
architects and archeologists seriously. 

“Maybe for the first time, we are enjoying 
a new place in the society. “We’re active in 
the community. We no longer feel like mere 
keepers.”

America’ s romance with the orchids down the ages

WASHINGTON (SNS) — The botanical 
expedition that recently emerged from the 
Peruvian jungle had found splendor reminis- 
cent of 19th-century orchid collecting. Five 
rare orchids never before collected — tbs 
fragile coral-colored PknagmipedSum besseae 
were shipped to Florida where two found 
homes in Selby Botanical Garden in 
Sarasota. The remaining three plants were 
offered for sale in an auction widely antici- 
pated by orchid growers. 

It was like the “Orchidomania" of the Vic- 
torian era in all ways but one. One of the 
orchid plants sold for SI ,500 and the remain- 
ing two each went for $1 ,700. Today, orchids 
are big business. 

In the wake of the back-to-nature move- 
ment of the 1 960s, orchid growing and col- 
lecting have swept the nation. The American 
Orchid Society has grown from 14,000 mem- 
bers in the early 1970s to today's 25,000 
members at home and in 30 nations around 
the world. Commercially, orchid growing is a 
multimillion-dollar industry, primarily con- 
centrated in the United States in Florida. 
California and Hawaii. 

Competition for top-quality or rare orchids 
from which other plants can be propagated is 
keen. Prices for the flashy cattleya orchid are 
reportedly sometimes double the figure for 
the rare Penman ftny uH Swt beneae, 
orchid experts say. 

“Orchid collecting is endlessly fascinat- 
ing,” says Paul Desautels, curator of the 
S mithsonian 1 * National Orchid Collection, 
the most comprehensive in the United States. 
And small wonder: Worldwide, there are at 
least 25.000 species of orchids, ranging from 
scrawny, weedlike stalks to plants with blos- 
soms of unearthly beatuty. Added to their 
natural numbers are tens of thousands of arti- 
ficially bred orchid hybrids. 

The orchid family is, in fact, the largest of 
aH flowering plant families and a botanical 
bonanza as well. “New species are being dis- 
covered all the time by scientists and 
amateurs alike,” says Dr. Robert Dressier, an 
orchid expert at the Smithsonian Tropical 
Research Institute in Panama, who often 
joins Desaute Is and other Smithsonian orchid 
specialists on collecting expeditions. “There 
are always surprises when it comes to orchids. 


I was at a local orchid show not too long ago 
and saw an orchid I had never seen before — 
collected by an amateur in a very well col- 
lected area.” 

Says Dressier, who has esta bl ish e d a new 
classification system far the large family in a 
new book. The Orchids: Natural History tad 
Classification (Harvard University Press, 
1981): “We see many ‘good* species and 
some other plants which are not so easy to 


cuuAuy. 

Other striking features of the family are its 
highl y specialized adaptations for attracting, 
deceiving and manipulating insects to achieve 
cross pollination. Dressier notes. Some flow- 
ers, for instance, look almost exactly like a 
female insect; males are attracted to “mate” 
with the plant and in the process they pick up 
or deposit pollen. In many other cases, orchid 
flowers are so constructed that only the 
“right*-’ pollinator small flies, medium-sized 
butterflies or large bees — can obtain the oec-

tar as a reward. 

The fragrances emitted by orchids are 
highly individualistic as well, aimed at attract- 
ing specific pollinators, often from great dis- 
tances. Ordaids growing in isolated areas 
usually put oat the most attractive perfumes. 
Dressier says, and some orchids that look 
nearly identical emit perfumes of different 
chemical composition which can be detected 
by different insect species. 

But not all orchids smeD sweet In one of 
the stranger orchid adaptations, the flowers 
of some plants pollinated by flies actually 
imitate rotten flesh in odor and often in color. 
Because they are found in nearly all climates 
— from northern Sweden and Alaska to the 
tropics to the southernmost tip of South 
America — “one might expect the orchids to 
be the most scientifically studied and best 
understood of plant families,” Dressier says. 
“But that is far from being the case. Perhaps 
because so many amateurs study orchids, 
many botanists seem to feel that ordjids are 
unsuitable objects for professional study, or 
else that everything must have been said 
already about such a popular group.” 

The popularity of this rich, multicolored 
family dates back to the earliest human 
records of the' Orcfaidaceae plant family. 
Named for Ordtis — - in Greek mythology the 
son of a satyr and a nymph — the orchid was 
identified in 1 7th-century herbals as 
“satyria" for its relation to satyrs, woodland 
attendants to Bacchus. 

As early as 1768, English horticultural 
expeditions were dispatched to the South 
Seas, Australia and South America to bring 
back tiie sought-after blossoms. Not until the 
1800s, however, did English growers perfect 
the cultivation of orchids, most of which are 
epiphytes, or “air” plants, that grow on trees 
without connecting to the soil. 

By the mid-1800s, during the boom in 
popularity of- greenhouses or “crystal 
palaces,” the great English orchid collections 
at Chatsworth and Kew Gardens had begun. 
The expense of maintaining and beating 
orchid greenhouses r— and the prices for the- 
exotic flower — created the longstanding 
image of the orchid as the “rich man’s” 
flower. “Ordudomama” spread to America 
during World War I when the maintenance of 
pngBA greenhouses became difficult and 
many fare orchid plants were entrusted to 
American collections. 


After World War ft, changes in American 
hfe-style — higher incomes and more 
leisure-time — led to orchid collecting as a 
bobby. During the 1960s, when the popular- 
ity of house plants soared, people discovered 
how easily some orchids could be grown in 
ordinary pots on windowsills. 

Today’s flourishing orchid industry also 
owes a large debt to 50 years of progress in 
plant breeding technology. The first impor- 
tant breakthrough in wide-scale orchid grow- 
ing came in 1922 when Cornell scientist 
Lewis Knudsen developed the “seed- 
flaskmg” method. Orchid seeds, numbering 
up to 2 mini on in a single seed-pod, have only 
a tiny food reserve, and in nature they require 
the support of a fungus to germinate . In seed 
flashing, a substitute medium derived from 
seaweed, bananas and other nutrients 
enables orchid seeds to germinate and grow 
into hundreds of seedlings in sterile glass 
flasks, thereby greatly increasing the supply 
of orchid plants. 

In the 1940s, meristem culturing used to 
reproduce other plants was applied to 
orchids. In this method, developed by French 
scientist Georges Morel, the growing tip of an 
orchid’s meristem — the formative tissue in 
the plant’s center which contains the genetic 
codes determining the orchid’s color, shape, 
scent and other attributes — is stimulated to 
multiply into masses of identical plant tissue. 
New plants sprouted from chimps of this tis- 
sue are called “meridones”. In this way. an 
orchid can be genetically duplicated hun- 
dreds of times. 

Just as 19th-century “Orchidomania” 
resulted in the great En g lish orchid collec- 
tions, today’s orchid popularity has stimu- 
lated growth in America’s fine public and 
private collections. Until 1972, when the 
National Orchid Coflection was established, 
the Smithsonian owned no orchid plants. 
Today, the collection, maintained by the 
Smithsonian’s Office of Horticulture under 
the direction of James R. Buckler, has more 
than 20,000 plants acquired through gifts, 
research expeditions and purchases. 

“ A major boost came in 1979 when 2,400 
plants from the California collection of 
Rudolph Pabts, heir to the Pabst Beer for- 
tune, were given to the Smithsonian by his 
widow. And, just last month, an enormous 
collection from Joseph Koss n, of Chicago, 
nL, was donated to the Institution. In addi- 


tion to plants collected on its own expeditions 
to Mexico, Panama and Colombia, the 
Smithsonian has been designated a “rescue 
Centex” and has acquired some 2,000 orchid 
plants confiscated from people bringing 
specimens into the country without permits. 

Orchid shows and congresses -also have 
increased as growers have become expert 
amateur botanists experimenting with hyb- 
ridization and cloning. In 1 981 . 1,700 orchid 
awards were registered at the American 
Orchid Society headquarters in Cambridge. 
Mass, compared to some 900 awards in 1 976. 
The American Orchid Society judging system 
used by its 400 affiliated orchid dubs sets 
standards of excellence based cm hybridiza- . 
don compatibility, color, form and texture. 

The piannacle of competition is the World 
Orchid Conference, co-sponsored every 
three years by the American Orchid Society 
and England's Royal Horticulture Society, 
the Matriarch of orchid connoisse orship. The 
next conference wifl be held in 1984 in 
Miami.

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W. Europe 
seized by 
gold fever

GENEVA (Interco Press) — Western 
Europe is seized by gold fever. This is not a 
new California-gold fever. Enormous quan- 
tities of gold are dumped on the already 
depressed world markets. “This is the story of 
a stingy old lady who suddenly discoversjfaaL 
she is desperately in debt and is forced to 
sell her gold jewelry at any price,” said a 
Swiss economist. 

The stingy old lady is the Soviet Union. By 
retaining for years, some quantities from the 
international market, Moscow succeeded, 
during the years of the higher-oil prices, to 
help raise the value of gold; it'reached about 
$850 per ounce in early 1 980. Consequently, 
the Soviet Union could buy more for less 
gold. 

But, now the situation has become drama- 
tic. Soviet economic difficulties are increas- 
ing and Moscow must sell gold, diamonds and 
nickel to the West, despite falling gold prices, 
fluctuating currently between $340 and $450 
per ounce. 

“They cannot afford to waif', said the 
Swiss economist. “They need hard currencies 
now. They had to dump 300 tons of gold 
during the past half year alone, and they are 
expected to sell a staggering 500 tons by the 
end of 1982. It should be noted that the 
Soviet Union sold only 90 tons in 1980, but 
this year they will sell nine times that much, 
about 800 tons of gold and 40 million tons of 
nickel, even though the price is low. A cash- 
flow crisis hit the Soviet Union, it v jj abso- 
lute necessity for them to get dollars, Swiss 
and French francs, German marks and 
Japanese yen to prop up their indebted 
Empire, from Poland and Romania to Cuba 
and Vie mam." 

Total Soviet debt to the West and Japan is 
about $20 billion. The debts of its East Euro- 
pean satellites are divided in this maimer: 
Poland $27 billion; Romania $15 billion; 
East Germany $13 billion; Hungary $8 bil- 
lion; Czechoslovakia $5 billion; Bulgaria $4 
billion. Altogether over $90 billion [ which 
will probably reach $1 00 billion at the end of 
1982. 

The Soviet Union, which earlier and for 
decades, exploited its “white colonies” in 
Eastern Europe, now has. to subsidize them 
with about $20 billion a year for the region, 
economically tied to Moscow. This is about 
the amount of Soviet debt to the West. 

Besides, the Soviet Union has to pump $4 
billion a year into Cuba "to avert the total 
collapse of the Cuban economy; something 
occurred that has never before happened in 
the history of Cuba, two years ago the Castro 
regime was forced to import sugar. Addition- 
ally. Moscow needs more than ’S 2biDion to 
finance Castro's African .adventures. 
Another cracking economy is Vietnam, sus- 
tained with $2 billion in Soviet grants a year, 
plus almost $1 billion for the military occupa- 
tion of Kampuchea. 

Twenty years ago, Nikita Krushchev 
boasted in America: “We will bury you!” He 
predicted that in ten years, the Soviet Union 
would surpass the United States in the 
economic field. But it so happened that the 
Soviet Union fell far behind, even more than 
two decades ago. Recent reports from Mos- 
cow indicate that the industrial growth rate 
lagged at 2.1 percent — well under the 4.7 
percent target — during the first quarter of 
this year. Labor productivity is only one-third 
of plan targets, at 1.5 percent, and the prog- 
nosis for agriculture is that the USSR is in its 
fourth consecutive year of disastrous grain- 
crop failure. 

With food stocks so badly depleted, Whar- 
ton Econometric Forecasting estimates that 
Soviet food imports will increase to $16 bil- 
lion from the J981 total of $1 4.5 billion. 
They also predict that Soviet ofl earnings will 
drop from $17 billion m 1981 to £14 billion in 
1982, and that earnings from weapons sales 
will decline from $6 billion in 1981 to $4 
billion tins year. The reason given for 
reduced weapons sales is that the USSR’s 
Arab customers are feeling the pinch of the 
oil glut ft is also possible that arms sales will 
decrease eveil further as a result of the poor 
showing of Soviet tanks, planes. and missiles 
in the Lebanese war. 

Trying to maintain high gold prices, the 
Soviet Union sold gold even to South Africa. 
The USSR and South Africa are the No. 1 
and No. 2 gold producers in the world. The 
Soviets are able to sell refined nickel at prices 
below production costs because their earn- 
ings are in hard currencies, while their costs 
are in rubles. There has beetwconsiderable 
Speculation that they may also begin to dump 
copper, which would seriously ftnpact on 
Peru, CHnle, Zaire and Zambia. 

Besides the failures of the Soviet system, 
the main cause of Moscow’s economic dif- 
ficulties is the enormous bufld up of the 
armed forces of the USSR 


Growing your own orchids 


WASHINGTON (SNS) — Few people 
start an orchid collection in quite the same 
way — or on the same scale — as Paul 
Desantels. The curator of the Smithsonian's 
National Orchid Collection recalls the day 
in 1967 when he attended an orchid auc- 
tion. Although he had always been 
interested in plants, Desautels did not own a 
single orchid at the time. By tfe end of the 
auction, he was the proud owner of not one, 
or two, but 200 plants. " They were just too 
beautiful and too good a bargain to pass 
up,” he says sheepishly. 

But Desautels doesn’t recommend such 
.panache for the beginner. The first step, he 
says, is to read a good book about the 
plants; he particularly likes Home Orchid 
Growing by Rebecca Northen (Van Nos- 
trand Reinhold, 1970), containing “every- 
thing you’ve ever wanted to know about 
orchids — and then some ” with a valuable 
compilation of additional sources of infor- 
mation. 

Next visit a local orchid nursery. “The 


people who run these nurseries not only 
love orchids,” he says, “but they are full of 
helpful tips.” He. also advises getting in. 
touch with local orchid societies. 

Now, you’re ready to try a couple of 
plants. Desautels suggests starting out with 
plants belonging to the generaRhkaengw 
and FqfUidUam, of which there are 
innumerable hybrids available. “The blos- 
soms of these orchids are lovely” he says, 
“and these plants do perfectly well on win- 
dowsills." 

There’s no general list of tips, however, 
for the orchid fancier, for each plant is an • 
individual, and local climatic and environ- 
mental conditions greatly affect growing 
conditions. 

“But there’s no question that anyone can 
be successful growing orchids,” Desautels 
says. “All it takes is patience. Orchids arc 
living things that you can’t ignore. They’re 
like pets. If you are responsible for the 

creatures, they pay you back many-fold 
with lovely responses."

Nevertheless, there Ls still a brisk trade in 
such items. Hundreds of kilos of rhinoceros 
horn — mostly from Africa at $9,000- 1 2. Of Hi 
a kilo — are treated each year in t hina then 
shipped tii Hong Kong. Japan and Southeast 
Asia. 

In traditional Chinese medicine, the prep- 
aration is often us imp Ti.ntt as the ingre- 
dients. and specialists here process 
rhinoceros horns just as their ancestors did 
centuries ago — to the great sali<i‘:cii->n i>l 
overseas Chinese. 

Of course, not >us! any i»ld rhinoceros horn 
will do: It must come from a recently killed 
animal. Experts carefully study samples and 
photos of the horn v» nidi is then crushed into 
powder and mix., -j with other products before 


being moved out for export only. 

Users of ginseng swear by its invigorating 
properties and choice ginseng from northeast 
China or North Korea goes for thousands -if 
dollars in Hong Kong. But Western special- 
ists say that many products in the Chinese 
pharnKicopoeTa have no proven scientific 
effect. 

The Chinese medicine chest includes some 
7.000 products with three-quarters of them 
vegetable. But medicines can also be made 
from insects, rocks, snake's venom and even 
human hair, nails or urine. Hair and nails are 
said to facilitate the coagulation of blood 
while urine, not surprisingly, has the reputa- 
tion as a good agent for inducing vomiting. 

Western experts say that most of the pro- 
duct? in traditional Chinese medicine do have 
more nr less verifiable curative properties 
that go beyond mere popular belief in them. 
Certain plants used in China to treat serious 
ailments, generally cardiovascular problems, 
have drawn the attention of a French com- 
pany. Sanofi. which has decided to give them 
an unprecedented in-depth laboratory look. 

Sanofi expects to sign a contract with the 
General Pharmaceutical Corporation of Pek- 
ing and plans to pour millions of dollars into 
the research in hopes of coming up with a 
marketable synthetic equivalent to these 


plants. 

China, meanwhile, is setting its sights on 
developing its pharmaceutical industry and 
despite its luck of moder facilities already 
exports wmc high-quality' product*, special- 
ists MV.

China has become a major exporter « *1 
aspirin, picking up the slack from Poland, 
whose exports of the product have been dis- 
rupted by political turbulence. China pro- 
duces 3U to 40 ions a year of extremely pure 
aspirin at competitive prices. The Chinese 
also turn our excellent vitamins as well as a 
product called paracetamol, which is used to 
bring dow-n fever and kill pain. 

But China is looking hardest at the possibil- 
ity of a vast legal trade in opium and its 
derivatives. The Communist regime barred 
production and traffic in opium in 1940 but 
appears ready to revise its policy. 


Peking is still an observer to the interna- 
tional convention on narcotics for phar- 
maceutical use and would like full status to 
take part in the world market in opiated pro- 
ducts. Contacts have already been estab- 
lished between a French laboratory which has 
the monopoly on opium derivatives in France 
and the narcotics bureau of the Chinese 
Public Health Ministry*.

LON DC IN ( LOS I — Years of official indif- 
ference to what tourists recognize as the 
Greek jellyfish problem may be coming to an 
end — because recently Margaret Papan- 
drenu. the prime ministers wife, was stung bj- 
■ >ne and had to be taken to hospital. 

Vicious red iellfish first appeared in the 
Mediterranean eight years ago and have mul- 
tiplied rapidly. Shoals up to 1 00.000 strong 
cruise off beaches, making bathing imposs- 
ible. Scientists say the whole Aegean Sea is 
plagued with them. 

Nobody knows what has cauied the plague, 
or even where the jellyfish come from, 
because no one has put up money for 
research. Scientists suspect man’s abuse of 
the sea is to blame. One theory is that the 
jellyfish. Pelagia noctnuda. are nourished by 
pollution. "The more sewage there is. the 
more jellyfish you get." said one scientist. 

Another theory is that they have prolifer- 
ated because man is destroying the Mediter- 
ranean sea turtle, which is believed to eat the 
jellyfish'. The turtles* numbers have 
diminished alarmingly for two reasons. 
Fishermen kUI them because they believe 
they threaten their catches. And tourists are* 
crowding the turtles off of the beaches, which 
means they cannot breed. Turtles need quiet, 
undisturbed stretches of sand to lay their 
eggs.

PEKING (AFP) ~- Communist China, the 
world’s third largest country in area, is short 
of wood, a paradoxical situation which is 
affecting not only its economy, but also its 
climate and environment which are worsen- 
ing year by year. 

Figures released by the United Nations and 
published by the English language China 
Daify showed that China' s total wood con- 
sumption was some 200 million cubic meters 
annually. 

The U.N. said China produced some 47 
million cubic meters annually and imported 
over two million. But official figures given in 
the Chinese plan put domestic wood con- 
sumption at around 50 million cubic meters. 
The discrepancy was due to the fact that 
wood used for heating by China’s 800 million 
peasants was not included in the Chinese 
report. — -- • •“*<■ 


LOS ANGELES (LAT) — In a rare 
instance in the United States, a Los Angeles 
patient underwent kidney stone removal 
recently, in which acupuncture was used as an 
anesthetic. 

"I felt uncomfortable once or twice, hut 
there was none of the stabbing pain for which 
this procedure is noted.” David J. Nickel. 40. 
himself an acupuncturist, said after the 
removal of a quarter-inch diameter stone at 
Rancho Fncino Hospital. 

Generally, the stone removal prtn.edu re is 
done using drugs to achieve general anes- 
thesia. In Nickers case, no anesthesia or 
pain-relieving drugs were required either 
before or after the operation, according to 
Dr. Peter Rosen, an anesthesiologist who was 
standing by in case drugs became necessary. 

Dekc Kendall, a- certified acupuncturist, 
implanted four acupuncture n-^JUes in Nic- 
kel’s back, two in the public bone area and 
two more in Nickel’s ears to induce the 
natural anesthesia that is said to result from 
t h£ release of several pamtalftrsstOred -7fi4heu- r J 


brain and the spinal cord. 

Kendall said that Nickel did receive a small 
amount of dflantin. a drug commonly used i«» 
treat seizures. In this case, he said, the drug 
was used to make the pain relief from 
acupuncture last longer. In addition, the 
acupuncture needles were charged electri- 
cally in order to increase their stimulation. 

"The patient was fully alert, cheerful, was 
able to talk during the whole procedure and 
had no anesthesia hangover.” Kendall said. 
However. Rosen, the anesthesiologist, and 
Dr. Robert Saffian, the urologist who per- 
formed the procedure, said their impression 
v.as that the acupuncture anesthesia was not 
very effective. 

"I don't think it has a lot of applicability in 
our society'.” Rosen said. " It didn't work that 
well today. The patient was fairly uncomfort- 
able. and at one point his blood pressure rose 
to 200-120 — a fairly high pressure." 


“But." Saffian added, "any time you can 
do without anesthesia, it's belter for the

PEKING. Oct. 24 (AP) — Premier Zhao 
Ziayang says the Communist China govern- 
ment wants an early settlement of the Sino- 
In rfia n boundary question and is optimistic 
about improving relations with India, the 
official Xinhua news agency reported.

KATMANDU, Oct. 24 ^AFP) — A 
member of an Italian mountaineering expedi- 
tion was killed in a 2,000 meter fall on Oct, 
18, as the expedition returned to camp after 
. climbing Mount Langtang Lining in the cen- 
tral Himalayas, the Nepal Ministry of Tour- 
ism announced. The dead man. Creqaz 
Bruno. 49, was the deputy leader of the 
seven-man expedition, which comes from the 
town of Trieste. His body has not been found 
and a search had to be abandoned because of 
avalanches and the deteriorating weather 
conditions.

On Saturday Zhao told a delegation of the 
India-China Society that although differ- 
ences exist on the boundary issue, "we 
believe it is not so difficult to resolve the 
problem so long as both sides have good faith 
and act in the spirit of mutual understanding 
and mutual accommodation.” 

The head of the Indian delegation, par- 
liamentarian B.N. Pande. said Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi is enthusiastic about furth- 
ering India-China relations and settling the 
boundary question, Xinhua said. 

"She hopes all pending problems between 
the two countries can be sol ved in our genera- 
tion rather than left to the next generation," 
he was quoted as saying. 

Zhao also told the delegation that China 
and India are large Asian countries that can 
exert great impact on the world. The 1 980s 
was a period of good cooperation, he said, 
and "the two peoples both miss that period." 

Both countries should be friendly, he said, 
because they share common historical 
experience and face the common task of 
modernizing their nations.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Oct. 24 (AP) — 

A top government official charged Saturday 
that a U.S .-backed invasion of this, leftist- 
ruled central American country will be 
launched sometime next month. 

Daniel Ortega Saavedra, coordinator of * 
Nicaragua's three-man ruling junta, said “a 
series of reports exist that coincide in point- 
ing out that the rnoath of December is the 
date set by North Americans for moving 
counterrevolutionary forces against the 
Nicaraguan revolution in a massive form." 

Ortega did not give the source of his infor- 
mation but he told reporters at an impromptu 
news conference; “We must be prepared for 
more widespread aggressions. 7 ' 

The government leader reiterated, how- 
ever, Nicaragua’s .call for negotiations with 
the United States to ironout differences 
peacefully. He said the Last formal call for 
talks, made two. months ago, had gone 
unanswered. 

The administration of U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan cut of all aid to Nicaragua in 
April 1981, claiming the ruling junta was 
allowing Cuban arms and other aid to pass 
through Nicaragua en route to leftist guerril- 
las fighting the U.S.-backed government in 
neighboring El Salvador. 

The Nicaraguan regime has repeatedly 
charged the Reagan administration with or- 
ganizing an impending invasion of the coun- 
try. U.S. officials have denied it. 

Nicaragua also claims that the "United 
States and the conservative government in. 
neighboring Honduras are 'supporting anti- 
go vem men t rebels who fled the country after 
Sandinista guerrillas ousted the late dictator 
Anastasio Soruoza in July 1979. 


LOS ANGELES, Oct 24 (Agencies) — 
Car maker John de Lorean. facing drag? 
charges, will go to court Monday to tty to get 
his $5 million bail reduced, his lawyer said. 

The 57-year-old American businessman, 
arrested in Los Angeles last Tuesday, had 
hoped to be free this weekend. Instead, he 
remains in the grim Terminal Island Prison, 
on the outskirts of Los Angeles. His lawyer 
Joseph Ball, who has defended many celeb- 
rities, said he expected De Lorean. would be 
out of prison early next week. 

Legal aides denied any unexpected hitches 
had arisen in the efforts, led by De Lorean s 
wife, fashi on model Christina Ferraro. to 
raise bail.' They said the problem was the va st 
amount of paper work needed to transfer 
property and other assets to the U.S. gov- 
ernment De Lorean also has to put up 
$250,000 in cash. 

Informed sources said prosecutor James 
Walsh, who has described De Lorean as an 
astronomical bail risk, would ask the presid- 
ing magistrate on Monday to increase bail. 

At De Lorean’ s formal arraignment hear- 
ing Wednesday. Walsh asked that bail be set 


at $20 million. De Lorean. charged with con- 
' spiring to possess cocaine with intent to dis- 
tribute it. was alleged in a prosecution ‘ loc Y" 
ment submitted to the court on Wednesday 
have hoped to save his car factory m Beuast. 
Northern Ireland, with $60 million in proms 

, which loaned De 
Lorean 80 million sterling for his factory, said 
last Tuesday it was closing the factory, which 
had been hit by the U.S. ales slump. De 
Lorean, whose property indudes a 48-aaie 
estate in Escondido. California, is sbanng his 
cell with another prisoner, a prison spokes- 
woman said. 

The cell has two bunks, and De LoTeanis 
wearing prison overalls along with other 
detainees, she said. She added the tall, grey- 
haired De Lorean was exercising regularly in 
the prison recreational yard. Ball, who visited 
De Lorean in prison said: “He looks healthy 
and as agreeable as he could be under the 
circumstances.” 

Meanwhile, a firm specializing in bank- 
ruptcies has made an offer to buy the De 
Lorean Motor Company’s Irish factory.

LA PAZ, Oct 24 (AFP) — Bolivia win. 
hand over Klaus Barbie, the condemned Nazi 
war'criminal, to West Germany if the Sup- 
reme Court decides to extradite him. Presi- 
dent Hainan Siles Zuazo told Agence 
France-Presse. 

Finance Minister Mario Velarde Borado, 
meanwhile, said Barbie would be forbidden 
to leave the country within a few hours: That 
ban would che proceedings initiated against 
Barbie for defrauding the state.

Russian sees Reagan’s insult 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 24 ( AP) — A rank- 
ing Soviet diplomat, accusing U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan of "very bad taste" and a 
possible insult in a recent comment about the 
Soviet Union, says the United States is pursu- 
ing a dangerous policy that has the super- 
powers in confrontation. 

Valentin Berezhkov, first secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy here, reacted with excep- 
tional heat to the president’s comment that 
the Soviets were buying American grain 
■because they just aren’t smart." He said 
Reagan had resorted to “utterances which 
usually in diplomatic history have been used 
on the verge of breaking relations." 

The Soviet diplomat said his government 
did not want to worsen relations with the 
United States and "I hope that nobody is 
really preparing to break relations with the 
Soviet Union." When asked whether he 
thought such language on the part of the pres- 
ident was "dangerous." Berezhkov replied. 
"I think it can be dangerous if it is repeated all 
the time." 

Berezhkov said the United States was striv- 
ing to resume the role of" a world policeman" 
by spreading bases and troops around the 
world. " Especially if it is combined with some 


kind of language, it looks very belligerent.” 
he said on Cable News network's "News- 
maker — Saturday" program. The interview 
was conducted on Thureday and aired Satur- 
day. 

"But we hope that it really will not lead in 
— some serious confrontation, but we still 
hope that we can somehow narmalizc our 
relations." 

Reagan made the remark in a brief 
exchange with a reporter Oct. 15 after 
announcing the United States was prepared 
to sell up to 23 million tons of grain to the 
Soviet Union this fiscal year. The country has 
had several poor harvests in a row. 

Asked about the remark, and Reagan’s 
description of Poland’s leaders as "lousy 
bumbs." Berezhkov said “1 think that, in 
general, this kind of language in relations 
between countries is in very bad taste. ... I 
think wc wouldn't participate in such kind of 
rhetoric ... something like an insult, you 
know, to another country." 

Dismissing the possibility that it was only 
casual rhetoric. Berezhkov concluded “there 
must be something behind that, maybe an 
artempt to still worsen our relations." If 
repeated, he said, “it can create a certain 
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image of the United States as a very belliger- 
ent country.” 

As a world power, the United States does 
not need to use "this kind of insul ting words," 
Berezhkov added. 

On another point, the Soviet official dismis- 
sed Reagan's proposal for a mutual reduction 
in strategic nuclear weapons as "a one-sided 
proposal" because of its emphasis on land- 
based intercontinental ballistic missiles. 

About 75 percent of the Soviet strategic 
nuclear force is concentrated on land mis- 
siles. But he said the U.S. delegation at the 
arms control negotiations In Geneva. Swit- 
zerland. apparently is repared to reconsider 
the U.S. proposal. 


500,000 Japanese 
rally for peace 

OSAKA. Japan. Oct. 24 (R) — Japan's 
fifth annual United Nations disarmament 
week opened Sunday with 500.000 people 
attending rallies, organizers said. Ten rallies 
sponsored by the General Council of Trade 
Unions appealed for arms reduction, world 
peace and the abolition of nuclear weapons. 

The main rally, in this western city's Castle 
Park, adopted a resolution calling on world 
governments and the U.N. to prevent repeti- 
tion of the atomic bomb attacks on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki in 1945. 

Demonstrators also called for measures to 
prevent radioactive pollution caused by nuc- 
lear energy production. The U.N. General 
Assembly adopted Japan's suggestion for 
holding a disarmament week in 1978. 


Indo-U.S. dialogue planned 


NEW DELHI. Oct. 24 (AFP) — Concrete 
measures for boosting Jndo U.S. cooperation 
in political and economic fields are expected 
to emerge in coming weeks from the planned 
visits here by a number of official American 
delegations, according to reports published 
here. 

They follow Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhf s official visit to Washington in July, when 
she had detailed discussions with President 
Ronald Reagan on bilateral relations. 
According to the daily Times of Indus, the 
most important is the visit of U.S. undersec- 
retary of state for political affairs. Lawrence 
Eagleberger. sefaed uled for early next month . 

Itsaid,*‘Mr. Eagleberger s talks will really 
mean the revival of the old practice of a regu- 
lar exchange of views between India and the 
United States which was abruptly given up in 
1971 because of the notorious Nixon- 
Kissinger tilt against this country during the 
Bangladesh crisis and war." 


This would mean the two countries would 
once again start conferring with each other at 
regular intervals, it added. Eagleberger. the 
most senior of the six undersecretaries in the 
State Department, will have talks with Indian 
Foreign Secretary M.K. Rasgotra. The paper 
stressed that Eagleberger' s visit would be 
"more than just a sojourn in India " 

The first meeting of the joint commission 
for scientific cooperation between the two 
countries will also be held here early next 
month. Called the "Blue Ribbon" commis- 
sion by the Americans, it was set up during 
Mrs. Gandhi's visit to the United States to 
pave the way for extensive cooperation bet- 
ween the two countries in the scientific and 
technological fields. 

The American team to these talks will be 
led by George Keywonh, science adviser to 
President Reagan, and the Indian side by pro- 
fessor M.G.K. Menon, secretary to the 
Department of Science and Technology and 
member of the Planning Commission.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 24 (Agencies) — 
The United States is on the road to a lasting 
economic recovery. President Ronald 
Reagan has said. 

Speaking in a Saturday national radio 
broadcast 1 0 days before the Nov. 2 congres- 
sional elections, the president said he wanted 
to correct charges that an end to the U.S. 
economic recession was not in sight. 

"We aren't out of the woods yet. but we re 
getting there. America is on the road to last- 
ing recovery ■” he said. Reagan, speaking 
from his weekend retreat at Camp David, 
said declines in inflation and interest rates

working. _ 

But Democratic leader Thomas O Neill 
said in another national broadcast that the 
president's policies had increased unemp- 
loyment to reduce inflation and given tax 
breaks to thp wealthy while cutting aid to the 
poor. "It (Reagan's program) is not working 
because the program is not fair. and. just as 
important, because the people themselves 
know it is not fair." 

However, the latest Associated Press-NBC 
news poll says 52 percent of the public now 
expresses patience with Reagans economic 
policies and more than half also accept the 
GOP contention that the nation's problems 
are the result of past presidents, not the cur- 
rent one.

ATHENS. Oct. 24 (ONS) — If you fly 
from Brussels to Athens these days, the 
.chances arc that one of your fellow passen- 
gers in an official, of the European 
Economic Community. Nearly 200 special- 
ists are due to visit Greece in October and 
November to study the country’s economic 
problems, following the Papandreou gov- 
ernment's request for adjustment to the 
conditions of membership. 

Gone is the rhetoric preceding last year* s 
elections when Andreas Papandreou was 
still speaking publicly of leaving both the 
EEC and NATO. In a storm-tossed world 
the PASOK (Pan-Hellenic Socialist 
.Movement) government knows the value of 
economic partners. 

The new line became apparent in March 
when Greece submitted to the EEC Council 
a memorandum detailing the help Greece 
needs if it is to modernize its industry and 
agriculture to the standards of Western 
Europe. To the same end the government is 
.now preparing a five-year plan, the first in 


the country's history. An outline wfll be.-, 
published before the end of the year, and 
the complete program a few months later. 

The minister responsible for EEC affairs. 
Grigoris Varvis. says there are three strands 
in the memorandum. First is the need to 
explore the possibility of special arrange- 
ments to meet Greek needs on quotas and 
prices — needs arising from the backward 
state of industry and the fragmented pattern 
of agriculture. 

Second, the community must be pre- 
vailed upon to exerdse discretion in its 
interpretation of new Greek legislation 
designed to correct these things — legisla- 
tion that the Greek government will submit 
in advance. 

Third, there is a need for budgetiy trans- 
fers to aid special sectors. But this, says 
Varvis. is less important than the second 
point — ‘because money can’t compensate 
for the need to change the structure of the 
relationship’. 

The Greek economy has three main 


structural defects: an over-developed ser- 
vice sector in relation to farming and man- 
ufacturing; a widespread ‘black economy 
and (to use the government's own words) a 
high degree of parasitism. 

Agricultural production accounts for 
only 1 7.2 percent of the gross national pro- 
duct. whereas the agricultural population is 
30 pereent of the total population. Proces- 
sing industries, turning indigenous raw 
materials into finished products, account 
for a meagre 19.6 percent of GNP. 

Industry is particularly backward. Some 
85 pereent of companies employ less than 
five persons. Eighty percent of cap 1 ** 1 
equipment (Le. machinery) is imported. 
Investment in processing industries repres- 
ents only 4 percent of GNP. 

Agriculture, so picturesque to the eye of 
the tourist, is scarcely better. A large pari of 
. the rural population is grossly under- 
employed and cannot, under present condi- 
tions. be absorbed into other sectors.

the Andes mountain’s enjoyed a relatively 
flou rishin g period when petroleum was sel- 
ling for $40 a barrel. But the revenue from ou 
discovered in Ecuador’s Amazon region was 
not well used by previous governments, 
mainly military ones. Traditional exports of 
cofree, bananas and cocoa were neglected. 

Since the world economic crisis deepened. 
Ecuador has been having trouble selling its 
ofl at $32.50 a barrel. The last government 
budget based on a higher ofl price, is now 


showing a deficit of nearly $880 million. 

Drastic austerity measures proclaimed last 
week by President Oswald© Hurtado were 
intended to cover about $290 miHion of that 
deficit by ending state subsidies holding down 
the price of gasoline (petrol) and the price 01 
imported wheat, and by imposing new taxes. 

The increased fuel price was responsible 
above all for the wave of protest resulting in a 
one-day general strike and rioting last Thurs- 
day. The price of gasoline affects many oukt 
prices too. by raising the crucial cost of truck 
transportation over the mountains. 

His price hikes have hurt his popularity but 
should help him get foreign credit to 
reschedule the short-term part of the 14.0

BRUSSELS. Oct. 24 (AFP) — The Euro- 
pean Common Market’s trade policy will be 
the central issue when foreign ministers from 
the 1 0 EEC countries meet in Luxembourg 
Monday and on Tuesday.

PARIS, Oct. 24 (AFP) — A four-mouth 
prices and incomes freeze introduced by 
France's Socialist-Co mmunis t Government 
is due to end in a week’s time, but already 
ministers are bracing themselves for a new 
battle over their 8 percent policy. 

The freeze was introduced in June to back 
up the second devaluation of the franc since 
the administration came to power in May 
1981, and it was intended to reduce the rate 
of price rises this year from 14 to 1 0 perent. 
opening the way for 8 percent next year. 

During the first three months of the four- 
month period, prices rose by only slightly 
more than 1 percent overall despite the fact 
that food and oil prices were not controlled, 
while wages were completely frozen, accord- 
ing to the latest available figures. 

The problem for the government now is

LONDON. Oct. 24 (AFP) — The .man 
believed to have the lowest wages in Britain 
can now count on active support from one of 
the country's strongest unions — if he joins.

The Communist minister responsible for 
handling talks with civil service unions. 
Anicet Le Pore, has decided on an 8 percent 
wages policy in 1 982 and 1 983. But this has 
caused unions to announce strikes. These 
public sector talks, in tine with the govern- 
ment's overall policy for 18 percent rises up 
to the end of 1 983, are intended to pave the 
way for. private sector negotiations. How- 
ever. the outlook for prices is causing increas- 
ing anxiety among businessmen. 

The talks conducted by Le Pore mean that 
civil servants will automatically see their pur- 
chasing power fall by 2 percent this year. 

The two white collar unions have called for 
a 24-hour strike on Friday, but a weak turn- 
out for similar action last Friday has highligh- 
ted a lack of concertation between unionists. 

Th e unions, including the leftist CGT and 
CFDT groups normally favorably disposed to 
the government, appear lobe in disorder, and 
senior government officials do not rule out 
the possibility that they will be able to push 
their policy through without too many 
clashes. 


TEL AViV, Oct. 24 (AFP) — The Israeli 
government decided Sunday to dose fhe 
national El A1 airline in three weeks, Israel 
radio reported here. 

Shortly before the government made the 
decision at its weekly cabinet meeting, sev- 
eral trade unions affiliated with the airline 
had agreed with the El AI management on a 
plan to improve labor relations. The cabinet 
decided to liquidate the airline, due to 
increasing deficits and chronic labor prob- 
lems. 

Last year, El Al ran up a $32.6 million 
defidt, bringing the airline's total red ink fig- 
ure to neatly $250 million. From 1948 to 
1957, the airline served primarily to trans- 
port Jewish immigrants to Israel. Thereafter, 
the airline concentrated on developing the 
Israeli tourist industry when it acquired its 
first passenger jets. 

The first serious crisis struck the airline in 
1976, and in 1980 the management began a 
thorough reorganization in an effort to stem 
the rising defiats. 

Cancun goals not 
met, Portillo says 

CANCUN, Mexico’Oct. 24 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Jose Lopez Portfllo said Saturday that 
none of the goals set at the North-South 
summit here one year ago have been met. 
Referring to the summit, Lopez Portillo said 
“many of the things we feared have hap- 
pened, and nothing of what we hoped for has 
been fulfilled.” 

The Mexican leader was speaking at a 
ceremony in which he unveiled a mural com- 
memorating the summit. Lopez Portillo, U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and the leaders of 
20 other rich and poor countries met at this 
Caribbean resort last Oct. 23 to discuss ways 
of reshaping the world economy and provid- 
ing greater assistance to poorer nations.

Riyal rates remain stable

JE D D AH . Oct . 24 — Wi th the Europea n 
markets closed on Sunday. local dealing was 
less hectic compared to Saturday opening 
levels. The local exchange markets con- 
tinued to lead the way and both commercial 
and inter-bank dealings were active at 
above the official Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency’s parity level of 3.4400. 

Prices on Sunday ranged from 3.4405- 1 0 
to 3.4408-12 levels. This is n ot surprising 
considering the fairly high levels at which 
the American currency closed against most 
of the other currencies in Europe and New 
York (xi Friday. 

Whilst exchange prices were generally 
active, riyal deposit rates were traded at 
narrower ranges in a quieter market. This 
seemed to reflect in part the continuing 
uncertainties that has gripped the European 
markets over the extent and direction of 
interest rate falls. While the European 


countries seem determined to implement 
this new policy of rate reductions, doubts 
have now crept in due to the failure of the 
Federal Reserve Board in cutting ire dis- 
count rate Friday night. 

The rise in the weekly U.S. money supply 
figures of ground $3.2 billion — a rise for 
the second consecutive week — has nor 
soothed fears that the “Fed" may not have 
really charged policy in its interpretation of 
a breeder money supply range. 

Locally, riyal deposits were stable but 
some firming occurred in the short-dated 
funds as dealers squared their books in pre- 
paration for a new week’s trading activity. 
One-month JIB OR was quoted at 914-9% 
percent— down by about Vfe percent but the 
week fixed tenor was up at 9 %-lOV 4 per- 
cent in Jeddah. Longer-dated funds were of 
Utile deaUng interest with the one year rate 
quoted at 9%-l 0% percent levels, with 
dealing concentrating in the under three- 
month period. j 


Experts call to revamp GATT 


TOKYO. Oct. 24 (AP) — The North- 
South Roundtable, a private forum of 
economic experts, ended ire fourth annual 
session Sunday with a call for the immediate 
restructuring of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) and a re- 
evaluation of the mandates of existing 
economic institutions. 

Chairman Mahbub Ul-Haq said at a press 
conference the gathering called for GATTs 
restructuring to let it exercise some control 
over non-tariff barriers. ‘'There could be a 
merger between GATT and the U.N. Con- 
ference on Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD), or certainly a closer coopera- 
tion,” he said. 

Economic experts at the international 
forum met for three days in the coastal town 
of Oiso, 40 kilometers (25 miles) southwest 
of here. “The world is confronted with the 
worst economic, political and human crisis 
for the last 50 years," he said.

Visions of early end to NFL strike dim 


NEW YORK, Oct. 34 (AP) — “It was 
fourth -and- 10 and we didn't have much 
choice,” coach Jerry Faust said after ISA- 
ranked Notre Dame kicked a 35-yard field 
goal with 1 1 seconds left Saturday to salvage 
a 13-13 tie with winless Oregon. 

“We've got too much at stake this year," 
said the second-year Irish coach.

phy of Britain in 2:12:48, and Thomas 
Raunig of Eugene. Oregon in 2:13:13. 

Meanwhile. Norway’s Grete Waitz won 
the women’s race for the fourth time in five 
years in 2:27:14. Waitz. the winner from 
1 978-80. was forced to drop out of last year's 
race with shin splints after about 1 5 miles (24 
km). Leg pains also caused her to withdraw 
from the Boston Marathon in April after she 
was leading past the 20- mile (32 km) mark. 

The men’s finish was reminiscent of 
Salazar’s two-second victory over Dick 
Beardsley in last ApriTs Boston Marathon. 

The winning time was more than a minute 
slower than the record of 2:08.13 set by 
Salazar in Jggt year’s New York City 
Marathon. At that .time, he predicted be 
would break the world best of 2:08 J4 set by 
Australia's Derek Clayton in 1 968. 

Some 1 6.000 runners took partin the race 
in 45 degree farenheit weather. The competi- 
tion. with entrants from some 68 countries, 
covered a course of 26 miles, 385 yards (42.2 
km.). Some two mQlion people lined New 
York streets for the spectacle. 

This time, the usuaDy brash Salazar made 
no predicitons. perhaps because he was nurs- 
ing an injured left foot. About three weeks 
ago while training, he suffered tendonitis and 
said prior to the race he did not want to risk 
further injury to the foot. 

In his past New York City Marathons, 
Salazar had won easily. This year, for the first 
time in the 1 3-year history of the race, there 
was a close finish. And it came from a some- 
what unexpected source — Gomez. 

Although Gomez had won marathons this 
year in Athens. Rotterdam and Eugene, 
Oregon, he was not expected to be the No. 1 
challenger to the unbeaten Salazar. Instead, 
it was supposed to be Beardsley. 

However, Beardsley suffered a leg cramp 
at about the ninth mile (14 km.) and never 
was a factor after that The race was interna- 
tionally televised.

BELFAST, Oct. 24 (R) — Northern Irish 
Protestant extremists threatened Sunday to 
kill a 48-year-old Catholic hostage by mid- 
night unless Catholic Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) guerrillas released a kidnapped Pro- 
testant part-time soldier. 

The rit-for-tat abduction of Joseph 
Donegan, a married man with seven children, 
on Friday night, shocked the British pro- 
vince, despite 13 years of continuous sec- 
tarian bloodshed. It came hours after IRA 
guerrillas kidnapped Thomas Cochrane, a 
54-year-old part-time northern Irish soldier. 

The two kidnapping took place as final 
results emerged from British- organized elec- 
tions to a new provincial assembly aimed at 
working toward peace in Northern Ireland. 
The province's pro-British Protestants, as 
expected, won a clear -majority. But the 
Catholic Sinn Fein party, which supports the 
aims of the IRA for a united Ireland, took 
five seats in the 78-member body. 

Sinn Fein and most other Catholics 
elected, however, have said they will boycott 
(he assembly while most of the successful 
Protestant candidates say they wiD not share 
power with all-Ireland nationalists so the 
assembly's future is in doubt. 

Cochrane was kidnapped on his way to 
work Friday on a motorcycle in Glenanne, 
County Armagh. The IRA said later they 
were holding him for “interrogation." 
Donegan disappeared after going out for a 
drink in a Catholic area of Belfast later the 
same day. A caller claiming to speak for the 
underground Protestant Ulster Volunteer 
Force later said it was holding him. 

The caller telephoned a Roman Catholic 
priest. Canon Padrajg Murphy, in Belfast 
early Sunday saying Donegan would be killed 
unless the IRA freed their hostage. As British 
troops and Northern Ireland police searched 
for the two men, Protestant preacher- 
politician Ian Paisley issued an appeal to the 
Protestant group to release their captive. 

“In Gotf s name, I would passionately urge 
those Protestants who have kidnapped 
Donegan to release him immediately and not 
allow themselves to be goaded into a dark 
and bloody deed, of retaliation,'’ Paisley 
said .The wives of the two kidnapped men 
appealed for their husbands’ freedom. Mrs. 
Lily Cochrane said: “I appeal to whoever is 
holding Tom, in the name of humanity 
release him unharmed. He is just a quiet, 
hard-working man who never harmed any- 
one.” 

Mrs. Eileen Donegan appealed: “Will 
whoever is holding him let him go. He doesn' t 
do any harm to anybody." 

Meanwhile, British Secretary of State for 
Northern Ireland James Prior said the North- 
ern Ireland Assembly elected Wednesday 
could function even if Catholic assemblymen 
refuse to sit in it. In a television interview. 
Prior said, “I think the assembly can work in 
its limited form without the Catholics.. .we 
have got to get on with it and set out to show 
how it works.”

Glemp to meet with pope 


WARSAW, Oct. 24 (R) — Polish primate 
Jozef Glemp travels to the Vatican Monday 
for talks with Pope John Pan! shadowed by a 
serious deterioration of church-state rela- 
tions in Poland after the banning of the Solida- 
rity trade onion. The primate, .who is 
expected to stay about 1 0 days, has bitterly 
attacked the Communist military authorities 
for brushing aside church recommendations 
and scrapping the union. 

The pope, formerly archbishop of Krakow, 
took a deep personal interest in the develop- 
ment of the independent union movement in 
his homeland. He has said its dissolution 
“violates the basic rights of man and society.” 
Church sources said Glemp would cer- 
tainly outline the latest moves to arrange a 
papal visit to Poland, which was postponed by 
the military rulers here in August until an 
unspecified date next' year. 

The primate was due to pay a long- 
arranged visit to Rome two weeks ago, but 
the trip was pnt off because of his concern 
over posable trouble at home after die Oct. 9 
dissolution of Solidarity. 

Glemp tried to play a mediating role and 


promote a new dialogue between the martial 
law authorities and society after Solidarity’s 
suspension last December, but church 
sources said this approach had clearly failed. 
Street fighting in Nowa Huta and Gdansk 10 
days ago revealed a deep anger and bitterness 
in the people. 

Glemp is expected to discuss with the pope 
a new approach which would condemn 
further violence but identify with the people's 
justified frustration, church sources said. 

They said the primate had declined to meet 
Gen. Wojdech Jaruzelski. the Communist 
and military leader, since it became dear 
there was no hope of persuading the 
authorities against banning Solidarity, which 
bad 9.5 million members. 

He has conferred with Gen. Jaruzelski on 
the eve of previous trips to the Vatican, bat 
church sources said they knew of no last 
minute plans for a meeting this time. Satur 
day the genera] met the bead of the office for 
permanent working contacts with the Vati- 
can. Jerzy Kuberski, but no details of the 
talks were released. 


Britain bares anti-Rene plot 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (AFP) — A plot to 
overthrow the leftist government of Seychel- 
les President Albert Rene has been unco- 
vered in the British capital, according to a 
report in the Sunday Tints. The newspaper 
said South Africans were financing the plot. 

British police became involved in the situa- 
tion after two South African mercenaries 
were killed in the Seychelles last week when 
the bomb they were assembling blew up. 
Since then, caches of weapons and uniforms 
have been found in the Indian Ocean islands. 

According to the newspaper, die plot’s 
leader was a former Seychelles immigration 
official, Gerard Hoareau, 31, who spent 
some time in prison several months ago for 
plotting against die Rene government. 
Hoareau allegedly met with Edmond 
Camille, 44, former first secretary of the 
Seychelles High Commission in London, and 
Paul Chow, also from the Seychelles, at Lon- 


don’s Cariton Tower Hotel. 

Their plan, the newspaper said, was two- 
pronged: First to destabilize the government 
with a sens of bombings and fires, then, sev 
era] weeks later, to land 300 mercenaries 
recruited in Sooth Africa and overthrow 
President Rene. 

The Times said the plotters bad planned to 
kill Seychelles Defense Minister Agilvy 
Berthouis during his recent uno fficial trip to 
London. But their conversations at the hotel 
were recorded, not only by Times, reporters 
and the police but also agents of a third coun- 
try. Awarding to The Times, the country was 
Italy, interested in protecting President Re- 
ne's regime. 

Gerard Hoareau had begun arrangements 
to flee the country, but the police arrested 
him first. The Tima said. Scotland Yard 
would say only that it was investigating an 
apparent plot against President Rene.

Canada Sikhs protest Indian action 


VANCOUVER, Canada. Oct. 24 (AP) — 
Money sent by a group of VancoUver-area 
Sikhs to help finance a rebellion in the Indian 
state of Punjab has been seized by the gov- 
ernment in New Delhi, a member of the Sikh 
cpmmimitv here claimed. 

Meanwhile, five members of the 60,000- 
strong Sikh community in British Colombia, 
are preparing to leave for India to protest 
what they describe atrocities against the 
Sikhs in their native Punjab province. 


The five, led by Surrey resident Talib Singh 
Sandhu. want to show their sotidarity with 
thousands of Sikhs who have been arrested 
by the government of Prime Minister Indira 
G andhi. 

Talvinder Singh Pannar of Burnaby, Brit- 
ish Colombia, said Friday he sent a bank draft 
made out to Harchand Singh Longowal, the 
pieadent of the Shiromani Akali Dal Party; 
whidi is demanding autonomy for the state. 


German minister raps alien ghettos 


BONN, Oct- 24 (R) — West Germany’s 
right-wing interior minister, Fredrich 23m- 
mennann, has said in a magazine interview 
that large concentrations of foreigners in 
major cities had generated hostility. Zim- 
merm an n , whose hardline views have stirred 
wide controversy since he took office this 
month, told the. news magazine Der Spiegel 
that “ghettos” of foreign workers posed an 
enormous problem. 

“Hostility to foreigners originates only 
where German citizens find themselves in the 
minority, surrounded by people from an alien 
cultural background, who cannot and do not 


want to integrate, but seal themselves off in 
tens of thousands” he said. 

West Germany has about 4.6 million fore-. 
■ ign workers and their families. They began 
arriving more than 20 years ago. mainly from 
Turkey and other Mediterranean countries to 
help ease a labor shortage. But now West 
Germany has 1 .8 million unemployed. 

Zimmermann repeated remarks he made 
in a recent television interview that foreig- 
ners who could not integrate and were only in 
the country to earn money should return 
home.

Spaniards blame inefficiency 


VALENCIA, Southern Spain, Oct- 24 
(AFP) — Several survivors of floods which 
began four days ago in southeastern. Spain, 
and have kiDed at least 50 persons, have criti- 
cized what they consider to be inefficiency by 
authorities. 

Arcadio Espana, chief aide to die mayor of 
Carcagente where nine peraons died, told the 
Diario 16 newspaper that these deaths .could 
have been ayoided if officials “had fold the 
truth about the Torn Dam”.

Hie paper quoted another couple who 
were trapped tty floodwaters in another small 
town. They criticized the Valencia civil gov- 
ernment for not giving sufficient warning 
about the serious dangers to people in 
threatened villages. 

The president of the autonomous commun- 
ity of Mnrcie. sourheast of Valencia, iofd 
reporters Saturday that floods could have 
been avoided in that region if the Ministry of 
Public Works had acted on a defense plan 
drawn up in 1973. . 

Torrential rain in the area has now given 
way to blaring sunshine. But several villages 
in Valencia province have been put on max- 
imum health alert because of the risk of an 
epidemic due to the hundreds of decompos- 
ing animal corpses.
